army, for having written him an Insulting
letter. Judge Bradley said: "The arrest
and taking away of Armes Into custody,
carrying him away from his ho:n to bar-
racks and holding him in close arrest, with-
out any antecedent charge of crime pre-
ferred in any way against him was and is
unjust, unlawful, arhltrary, tyrannical and
capricious on the part of General SchoftelJ
Jn whatever capacity he ac:ed. whether
acting as lieutenant general or acting Sec-

retary of War.. The petitioner is dis-

charged."
The Judge then went into the matter at

considerable length and said: "No charge
was preferred against Armos at the time
of his arrest, no crime has been charged
ffince, and for the offense alleged no arrest
was necessary. The arrest and confinement
were unlawful and oppressive. As the of-

fense charged would, upon substantiation,
result only In reprimand, suspension or
dismissal, the possession of the body of the
accused was not necessary to carry out
the charges, as would have been the case
if Imprisonment or death was to be the
sentence.

Speaking of the President's power In ar-
my matters, the Judge said: 'The Presi-
dent of the United States la commander In

chief of the officers of the army on the re
tired ll3t. This function of the chief execu
tive, however. Is unaccompanied by hafc

rowing caro of weighty responsibility. lis

CUBAN CELEBRATIONS

PATRIOTS AT KEY AVEST AXD TAM-

PA, FLA., PA It A DM AXD SPEAK.

Details of the Wreck of the Cristobal
Colon Spain Hefittins Cruisers

and Mall Steamships.

JACKSONVILLE, Fli., Oct. 10. A special
cable dispatch from Key West says: To-da- y

being the anniversary of the execution of
seven students at Havana, it was cele-

brated in a fitting manner by ceremonies
which began by the raising of the Cuban
flag underneath the American flag at the
city hall and courthouse amid cheers, mu-

sic and the booming of cannons. The resi-
dences and business houses were gaily dec-
orated, most of the latter being closed for
the day. A long procession paraded f?ie
streets and then went to the cemetery,
where the monument Jn memory of Cuban
leaders who perished' for the cause was
decorated. Addresses were mide and at
night the people were very enthusiastic.
John Buel Frazier, a negro, was accident-
ally . killed by. the explosion of a cannon
used in the celebration. To fire the last
salute a double charge wa put in, causing
the explosion. The top of Frai.ici"s head
was blown off.

TAMPA, Fla.. Oct. 10. The Cubans held
an Immense celebration to-nig- ht, commem-
orating the declaration of independence at
Yara' in 1S68. Fully eight hundred people
were in attendance, one-thir- d of whom were
Americans. Many patriotic addresses were
made. Congressman Sparkman sent a let-
ter of regret, of which the following is an
extract; "The cause of liberty is always
dear to American hearts, and thelf sympa-
thies are ever active for those struggling to
secure Its blessings. This Is especially true
with reference to our neighboring island,
and the efforts of the people of that island
to throw off the yoke of foreign domina-
tion strikes a responsive chord in every
American breast, and should receive, as it
does receive, the sympathies of the liberty-lovin- g

of the world." The Cuban flag was
flying from the West Tampa clti hall all
day, and the council met to-n!g- ht and
drafted a petition to President Clcvclan J,
asking intercession for Cuba's recognition.

Wreck of the Crlstohal Colon.
HAVANA, Oct. 10. Admiral Gomez y Ma3

arrived here this morning from the Colo-
rado reefs, the scene Of the wreck of the
Spanish cruiser Cristobal Colon. He con-
firmed the details previously given, saying
that on Sept. 23 the cruiser was off the
western "extremity of the bland in a
heavy tea, with the Colorado reefs to lee-

ward. As night approached the weather
developed Into a regular cyclone, and the
cruiser could not head out to sea. In ad-
dition, her officers, owing to the total dark-
ness, were unable to make any observations.
Some of them were in favor of attempting
to round Cape San Antonio and make Cien-fuego- s.

and others were of the opinion that
it would be best to try and ride out the
storm off the coast of Pinar del Rio. Rut
the cruiser was driven near and nearer to
the reefs. Shortly after midnight she be-
gan to ground, and some time afterward
was almost fast on the reefs. The com-
mander of the Cristobal Colon had previ-
ously done everything possible to keep her
off the shore, but without avail, as the cy-
clone blew harder and harder, eventually,
early in the morning of Sept. GO, driving
her right on to the reefs. During the morn-
ing of September the commander of the
wrecked cruiser ordered the crew to lower
the boats and try to reach the shore. He
determined, however, to remain on board
with twenty men, and, addressing the sec-
ond officer in command, he said: "If you
can send back the boats in safety, do so.
But. if the cyclone gets heavier, do not risk
anybody's life, and tell my wife that my
last thoughts were for her," The boats
reached anta Maria with great difficulty,
and were eventually able to return and res-
cue the captain and the remainder of th
crew. The cruiser and her heavy artillery
will, beyond a doubt, prove a total loss, al-
though her light guns and ammunition have
been saved.

Mncco "Wit Wounded.
'HAVANA,, Oct. lO.-A- fter the battle
fought between General Eehagueck, com-

mander of the Sapnish troops, and Gen.
Antonio Maceo, in command of the Insur-
gents, recently, between San Arriba and
Stn Fernando, in the Holguen district of
Santiago de Cuba, in which rhe insurgents
were defeated and General Maceo was
wounde.d, two insurgents surrendered with
their arms and suosequently live others
gave themselves up. The latter included
Kduardo Alvarez. Macro's adjutant. He'
confirmed the report that Maceo was
wounded, and says that he had at Santa
Rita from 6,000 to 7,030 men. Alvarez adds
tlvUrhe negroes' domination over the
whites is intolerable, and that they ill-tre- at

the latter, who are in the minority, num-
bering only one-thir- d of the force referred
to. The Insurgents have fired on the Span-
ish garrison at Fort Christo, Santiago de
Cuba, with the result that one soldier was
killed. -

A mixed train of passenger and freight
cars, while passing the station at La Res-balo- si.

was attacked by the insurgents,
who threw a dynamite shell between the
freight and passenger cars. Five of those
on board were seriously wounded, and all
the other rassengers were more or less in
Jured. While another train, on which was
Gen. Suarcz Valdes, was passing the same
station. Insurgents put a dynamite cart-
ridge on the track, but the explosion failed
to do any damage.

Doen Spain Meun to Intimidate?
MADRID, Oct. 10. It has been noticed

recently that there Is great and quite un
usual activity In government dock yards
at the different ports of Spain, and that
workmen are busily at work refitting cruis
ers and gunboats. In addition, it has be-
come known that certain government off-
icials have been discussing the question ofarming the steamships belonging to theSpanish Transatlantic Company, and it is
believed that thee preparations are due to
the belief that there is a posslbllltv that
the United States may recognize the Cuban
insurgents as belligerents.

Later. The Minister of Marine. AdmiralDerange, confirms the report that the
steamers of the Spanish Transatlantic Com
pany are to be armed for service in Cuba,
but he declares that this course is not due
to any idea of a possible international con-
flict, but is merely carrying out a conven
tion previously made with the company tor
the use of its steamers.

PITTSBURG,' Oct. 10. For two months a
severely felt drought has reignedj west of
the Allegheny mountains.

tends over western Pennsylvania, West
Virginia, almost the entire State of Ohio
and In parts of Indiana, In all except the
last named State there has been a remark
able deficiency In rainfall, according to the
fiffures of the Pittsburg weather statlan.
Iocal Forecaster O. D. Stewart says that
up to date the total deficiency In rainfall
since the beginning of the year has been
9.03 inches. Since April 20," there has been
no coal stage In the Monongahela river.
Not a bushel of coal has passed south since
that month," and 8,000 miners in the river
service have been idle almost the entire
period.' All the boats and barges are load-
ed, and 20.000,000 bushels of coal have
been waiting three months for higher
water 'on which to go south. At many
points railroads are being forced to haul
water for their engines. The Ohio river is
so low at East IJverpool that the influent
plps are bare and the supply is scarcely
sufficient to supply domestic requirements
In the town, rorne of whose manufacturing
establishments are Idle this week. Nine-tent- hs

of the rmall towns have strictly
limited the consumption of water by po'.ice
regulations. A large number of towns
have cut off shops and mills, forcing them
to resort to artesian wells.
